Let one of our pride- 
ful expectations be that the Uni­ 
versity faculty shall build new 
levels of scholarly accomplish­ 
ment on each of its campuses, 
and that accomplishment shall

Be not disappointed if, picking up the latest 
GPO Document that is out, you cannot find 
escapades containing rocket-firing motorcycles 
or Aston-Martins dripping with keen gadgets. 
The document, “ Techniques of Soviet Propa­ 
ganda” , is 
as good a spy thriller as is on the 
"market because it’s as true as it is well-written. 
There are plenty of devious plots and machiavel­ 
lian machinations to keep you reading on, more 
than chilled by the realization that Soviet propa­ 
ganda is fueling the communist conspiracy with 
finesse that makes the clever Goldfinger look like 
Mr. Butterthumb. 
The document is crammed with vital infor­ 
mation so deftly and delightfully stated it will 
steal the reader’s 
time to the point of grand 
larceny - only he’ll never know whether the good 
guys will win or not. 
“ Techniques” is the completely rewritten and 
updated version of a 1960 predecessor. Thanks 
to the talented and authoritative Suzanne Labin 
and the word-wizardry of Lee J. Adamson (who 
collaborated with Miss Labin on the no nonsense 
book, “ Vietnam; An Eyewitness Account” ), per­ 
haps othe GPO documents may soon adopt this 
new, fresh approach to the care and feeding of 
more interesting GPO documents. Not that the 
others are dull, this one sings. 
This Labin-Adamson work is filled with factual 
gems, the like of which would do justice to the 
most imaginative fiction. It’s all real - so real 
that those who read it will reach a new dimension 
in understanding the communist mind and how it 
goes about trying to win converts. 
One passage from “ Techniques” is enough to 
convince. In the section on communist infiltra­ 
tion of the press, the authors write; 
“ The confession of Aleksandr Kaznacheyev 
penetrates...further into the dark abyss of press 
infiltration. 
Kaznacheyev was a young attache 
of the Soviet Embassy in Rangoon, capital of 
Burma, who chose liberty in 1959. As a typical 
professional 
product 
of 
communist 
con­ 
spiratorial 
training, 
he had attended the 
specialized schools of Moscow for ten years... 
He studied psychology, languages, the art of 
poisonous 
sophisms, 
photograhphy, printing, 
bridge, sports, the use of a silenced pistol, and 
guerilla warfare . . . 
“ His work consisted of processing articles 
received on microfilm from Moscow, drafted 
in their entirety by Russian propaganda agen­ 
cies. 
Picking them up in the Embassy cellar, 
he translated them into Burmese or English, 
embellished with local color, and placed them 
in the large Rangoon newspapers, Newspaper of 
the People, New Light, and the English-language 
Mandalay Ludu, over the signatures of under­ 
ground Burmese on the newspaper staffs . . . 
Once published, 
Kaznacheyev forwarded clip­ 
pings to Tass News Agency, which made a great 
deal of noise about them, stressing the point 
they were genuine products of Burmese politi­ 
cal opinion.” 
Slick, smooth, and absolute proof that those 
who apologize for communist behavior ought 
to hock their Phi Beta Kappa-Keys to pay for 
a trip to the head shrinker’s. 
But there is more. 
Labin and Adamson re­ 
veal that Kaznacheyev called on his training 
as a forger and whomped up a masterpiece 


in the 
form of a letter attributed to 
U.5. 
Admiral Frost. 
The Russian had Frost saying 
that the U.S. would support anticommunism in 
the Sumatran 
insurrection against 
President 
Sukarno of Indonesia. 
It was a most delicate 
maneuver because it automatically branded 
Indonesian anticommunists as tools 
of Wash­ 
ington. 
The 
Admiral did protest to a salty 
degree, but suspicion had been planted suf­ 
ficiently to make protest futile. 
Kaznacheyev 
admitted the forgery three years later. 
Typical of the document’s lean sentences that 
positively sprint is this one alluding to the 
intellectual laziness in the free world - thanks 
to Moscow’s monumental ability to make its 
listeners believe all that isn’t so: 
“ . . Western leaders . . .believe that the 
Soviets regard a conference, a treaty, and a 
m inister as a 
conference, a treaty, and a 
m inister, whereas the Kremlin has actually 
made of them a trap, a rag, and a menial 
respectively. 
And: 
“ We crush the taxpayers to forge a 
steel 
breastplate with which to face the Kremlin on 
the battlefield, while in the struggle for minds 
we furnish television time to communist-serving 
intellectuals whose wiles paralyze resistance 
to the Kremlin.” 
There’s a mountain of meaning there, indeed. 
It has the sort of mind-joggling, sensible ex­ 
hortation that does justice to the 
Senate In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee that was 
its 
originator, the Congress, and the authors who 
did such a masterful job of communicating a 
vital need of our time. 
It ought to be bought 
by the hundreds and circulated among the m il­ 
lions of Americans who couldn’t care less about 
Soviet propaganda, even as they are 
being 
brainwashed by the Red artisans of distortion, 
lie and infiltration.

SPENDING OR SAVING? 
Poor Richard is almost a villain in the Great 
Society. 
In a consumer-oriented economy, a 
penny saved is not necessarily a penny earned. 
All things being normal, any banker would rather 
loan money than borrow it. 
Frugality 
does 
not make the m are go. 
These simple if slightly disturbing truths ex­ 
plain in part why government economists have 
been worrying in recent months. The American 
consumer has not been behaving according to 
form . 
With plenty of money to spend, he has 
been going to the bank instead of the store. 
The latest data are, however, reassuring. Re­ 
tail store sales sprinted to a record in March 
after a string of sluggish months. 
At a sea­ 
sonably adjusted $26,474,000,000, March ¿ales 
were up 4 per cent from the year-earlier level. * 
Retail sales had been almost flat since first 
crossing the $25-billion mark in March 1966. 
In February they reached $25,636,000,000 but 
still were 
disappointing to economic sooth­ 
sayers. 
Consumer credit and consumer purchasing are 
closely related. 
Consumer credit continued to 
grow in 1966, but at a sharply reduced rate. As 
the Federal Reserve Bulletin puts it: 
“ To a 
large extent the pattern of credit use has paral­ 
leled developments in consumption expenditures. 
Sluggishness in spending for automobiles and 
other durable goods, for example, has been 
translated into 
reduced demands for credit. 
Moreover, the timing of changes in spending 
and credit has been broadly sim ilar.” 
When people stop buying, retail merchants 
start reducing inventories. 
That means they 
stop ordering from manufacturers. Hit doubly, 
in a sense, the manufacturers cut back pro­ 
duction. Eventually workers have to be laid off. 
And to complete a most unattractive circle, more 
people of necessity stop buying. That’s the way 
some recessions start. 
Consumers spent close to $5 billion less in the 
last three months of 1966 than they had in the 
previous quarter. 
At the same time their 
savings rate jumped one percentage point to 5.9 
per cent of disposable income. 
As recently 
as March 20, Impact, a business letter circu­ 
lated by 
banks and other financial institutions 
had warned: 
“ At worst the economy could be 
in a recession and in desperate need of strong 
fiscal action.” 
Savings and loan associations across the nation 
experienced a first quarter of 1967 savings gain 
of $2.1 billion. This was a rise of 169 per cent 
over the first three months of 1966, according 
to the U.S. Savings and Loan League. 
The “ savings - no spending” trend was in­ 
fluenced by a A^ery early Easter. Bad weather, 
including extreme cold in many parts of the 
country, certainly didn’t 
help retailers. The 
biggest slump, aside from the already mentioned 
sluggishness in the automobile market, was in 
refrigerators, stoves, and other heavy 
ap­ 
pliances. 
Women’s apparel orders were 
off 
because of a kind of freakish switch in fashion 
tastes. 
Now there is new hope on New York’s Seventh 
Avenue. Spring-summer re-orders are coming 
in from stores at a stronger rate. Early fall 
bookings appear promising. 
It’s too early to 
tell, but business in general may get better.

NEW YORK (AP) — Curb- 
stone comments by a sidewalk 
Socrates: 


What would happen if actress 
Jayne Mansfield were given an 
injection from the brain of the 
late mathematician, Dr. Albert 
Einstein? 
Might it help make her figure 
better? 
This and many another con­ 
jecture has been raised by two 
scientific 
experiments which 
indicate that specific informa­ 
tion can be transm itted from 
one creature to another by brain 
extract injections. 
The experiments at Baylor 
University's College of Medi­ 
cine and Queens College 
of 
the city of New York were 
done on mice. 
The problem for the mice was 
to learn their way out of a 
maze. Evidence was found that 
beginning mice solved the prob­ 
lem quicker when given injec­ 
tions of brain extract from other 
mice who had earlier learned 
the best way out of the maze. 
Naturally, if this be true on a 
broad scale, It is too good a 
technique to lim it to mice. If it 
helps them get out of a maze, 
why can’t it also help people 
solve the problems of the hu­ 
man rat race?

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON - The petition 
of the four ex - employees of 
Sen. Tom Dodd, D-Conn., to re­ 
open the Dodd probe because of 
insufficient investigation pre­ 
sents an important 
challenge 
to the senate. It highlights what 
many senators do not seem to 
realize, 
that 
congressional 
prestige is at an all - time 
low and they need to clean 
house vigorously 
to protect 
the reputation of the most im­ 
portant legislative body in the 
world. 
The staff m em bers' letter 
lists careful, sobering charges 
against one of the 100 highest 
lawmakers of the United States 
and cannot 
be ignored. Mem­ 
bers of the 
Senate 
Ethics 
Committee 
have 
already 
brushed it off, 
but the public 
will not. 
Reason given by ethics com­ 
mittee members for not further 
investigating the 
staff 
mem­ 
bers’ charges is that they are 
based on stolen documents. This 
is beside 
the point. For the 
four 
staff 
members 
can 
testify 
of their own knowledge 
regarding most of the transac­ 
tions which they listed in their 
damning letter. 
Furtherm ore, no less than 
the form er 
Attorney General 
Nicholas Katzenbach has stated 
that the so - called "stolen” 
documents 
are admissible as 
evidence. 
So there must be other rea­ 
sons for the reluctance of the 
Ethics committee 
to probe 
these incriminating 
charges. 
One obvious 
reason is the 
reluctance of senators to in­ 
vestigate another senator. This 
was all too evident at the start 
of the Dodd 
case, when the 
ethics committee did not move 
until Dodd himself 
requested 
an Investigation. 
Long before this, however, 
many senators had known that 
their colleague from Connecti­ 
cut 
was not on the up and up. 
You cannot serve nine or ten 
years with another man in a 
body of 
only 100 
without 
forming some definite 
ideas 
regarding his ethical conduct. 
That was why Sen. William 
Fulbright, D-Ark., once spoke 
out on the senate floor criticis­ 
ing Dodd for having once been

A rk., once spoke out 
on

senate floor criticising Dodd 
for having once been a foreign 
agent. Fulbright knew, as did 
some 
others, that Dodd 
had 
received a fee of $50,000 from 
the Guatemalan government just

One of 
his 
last acts while in the house was 
to get $15 
million of foreign 
aid voted for Guatemala. 
Then, having left the house, 
he collected a $50,000 fee.

of itemized episodes 
showing amazing 
connections 
with Gen. Julius Klein, a paid 
agent, and various 
other con­ 
flicts, did 
some of the more 
courageous senators - Wayne 
M orse, Ore., and Steve Young, 
Ohio, Democrats; 
with John 
Williams, Del., and Jack Mil­ 
le r, Iowa, Republicans, diplo­ 
matically prod the 
ethics 
committee regarding 
its in­ 
vestigation.

The cost to the library patron 
is the postage one way

books can be mailed at a cheap 
postal rate. 
Usually the book 
can be delivered in 
three or 
four days. 
Book stalking is a wholesome 
habit easy to cultivate just as

NEW YORK (AP) - Are 
the 
children of suburbia—growing 
up in pockets of affluence and 
a likeness—being properly pre­ 
pared to live in a world of peo­ 
ple who are different in nation­ 
ality, race, religion and eco­ 
nomic background? 
For four years a group of 
teachers, sociologists and re­ 
searchers, supervised by Dr. 
Alice Mlel of Columbia Univer­ 
sity, concentrated on a typical 
American suburb to And the 
answer. The results of their 
study, made public today, add 
up to an emphatic “no.” 
Although the parents say they 
moved to the suburbs in the 
first place “ for the children” 
and ’Ho have better schools,” 
the report states, “ In one aspect 
of their 
education suburban 
children are underprivileged. 
“ Though other races, other 
nationalities, other generations 
have a great deal to teach them, 
there is little in their education, 
formal or otherwise, to famil­ 
iarize them with the rich diver­ 
sity of American life. 
“ In this sense, despite the 
many enviable features of their 
environment, the children of 
suburbia 
are 
being 
short- 
•hanged.” 
The study focuses on a com­ 
munity not far from New York 
city which is called New Vil­ 
lage. Dr. Miel refuses to dls- 
elose Its real identity, but says 
it strongly resembles suburbs 
around the country. 
Growing up in New Village 
means a youngster has practi­ 
cally no encounter with people 
different from himself. His life 
and social contacts are almost 
totally controlled by his par­ 
ents, whether or not the par­ 
ents realize this. 
“ He depends on his mother to 
chauffer him wherever he goes. 
As a result, he knows little be­ 
yond his own home, the very 
similar homes of friends, the 
school and the inside of the 
family car; he is largely insul­ 
ated from any chance introduc­ 
tion to a life different from his 
own,” says the report. 
The researchers observedthat 
the children learned to be hypo­ 
critical about differences at a 
very early age, that their sup­ 
posed tolerance was only skin- 
deep. “ The prejudices of their 
society were still very much 
with them, but they had had it 
drilled into them that it was *not 
nice* to express such feelings.” 
One hopeful thing, the report 
says was that a good many par­ 
ents united in desiring more 
emphasis on certain kinds of 
human difference, such as their 
children learning about nation­ 
ality differences and achieving 
respect for other faiths. 
“ Many parents and teachers 
were found eager to bridge reli­ 
gious differences; many recog­ 
nized, however uneasily, the 
need for discussion of racial 
differences. But with a few no­ 
table exceptions, neither par­ 
ents nor schools were facing up 
to economic inequality. 
Knowing nothing about people 
less well off than themselves the 
study points out as one of the 
“ most appalling” gaps in the 
children’s 
learning. “ More­ 
over, their 
attitude 
toward 
the less fortunate was almost 
Insufferably patronizing — 
& 
response that was not surpris­ 
ing 
in view of the great em­ 
phasis 
placed on 
material 
wealth in New Village, as in 
most suburbs.” 


The report by Dr. Miel, with 
writer Edwin Klester Jr., was 
published as a pamphlet titled, 
“ The Shortchanged Children of 
Suburbia” by the Institute of 
Human Relations Press of the 


American Jewish Committe. It 
profiles the suburban child this 
way: he is ‘Aikely to be a ma­ 
terialist and somewhat of a 
hypocrite. In addition, he tends 
to be a strlver In school, a con­ 
formist, and above all a believ­ 
er in being *nice,’ polite, clean 
and tidy. He Is often conspicu­ 
ously self-centered.” 
In all these respects, says the 
report, he patterns his attitudes 
and goals chiefly after those of 
his parents. 
New Village teachers handled 
matters of human likeness and 
difference in these ways: some 
avoided the subject entirely. 
Some practiced “Afghanistan- 
ism” —declaiming over the con­ 
ditions of the heathen inthefcir- 
off corners of the world while 
Ignoring the unsolved problems 
in one’s own backyard. Where 
they were aware of the need for 
social learning, they seemed 
“overwhelmed by the difficulty 
of discussing such delicate mat­ 
ters,” says the report. 
Dr. Mlel indicts the schools 
for 
often 
neglecting oppor­ 
tunities to help children judge 
the worth of people; for mA de­ 
veloping self-confldence in the 
children but Instead tending to 
make them feel only views con­ 
forming 
with 
the 
majority 
should be expressed; for not 
giving them help in managing 
their own learning—¿*too often 
they accepted the world of au­ 
thority without question.” 
In the report she includes an 
action program for schools and 
communities that would (1) de­ 
velop higher thought processes 
and 
encourage 
children 
to 
plumb controversial subjects, 
(2) Foster understanding of the 
student's own community, (3) 
Help children attain some in­ 
sight into their own values and 
those of others, and (4) Develop 
an emphatic understanding of 
others. 
Dr. Miel, who is professor of 
education and chairman of the 
Department of Curriculum and 
Teaching at Teachers College, 
Columbia University, said in an 
interview that she doesn’t ex­ 
pect spectacular results from 
the report. She does expect 
some resentment from parents. 
But she hopes it will encourage 
parents, teachers and communi­ 
ties to do something about the 
problem. 
“It’s a survival question for 
ourselves, in addition to the

HOUSE, SENATE SWING 
INTO ACTION ON BILLS 
JEFFERSON CITY — 
With 
little more than one-third of the 
legislative session remaining, 
the Missouri Senate and House 
of Representatives swung into 
action last week on some of the 
more controversial 
bills on 
their calendars. 
The House passed the contro­ 
versial school bus bill by 91- 
71, which proposes a constitu­ 
tional amendment be passed by 
the people to provide state aid 
to buses for children attending 
private and parochial schools. 
The bill, expected to receive a 
rough ride in the Senate, was 
felt by some House members 
to have passed only because 
it is not the final decision, but 
must first pass the upper house 
and then be approved by a ma- 


ilther atTbe n6xt^|enera'l elec­ 
tion or at a special election 
called by the governor. 
Rep. David Rolwing(D-Char- 
leston), a Catholic, said of 
the resolution: “ We who sup­ 
port 
private and parochial 
schools should support them all 
the way. We will be losing our 
right to dictate what can be 
taught in opr schools if 
we 
accept money from the state.” 
Rep. James I. Spainhower (D- 
Marshall), a Christian minis­ 
ter, said submitting the resolu­ 
tion to the people would cause 
untold damage to religious re ­ 
lations. It does not have a ghost 
of a chance of passage if sub­ 
mitted to the people. It would 
just stir up a lot of trouble.” 
In addition, the* House passed 
a 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment that would remove 
household goods from the per­ 
sonal property tax. There was 
no debate on the bill, which was 
passed 108 to 46. 
By a close vote of 84 to 73, 


the 
House passed a teacher 
tenure bill, which its 
spon­ 
sor, Rep. Charles Sheehan CD- 
House Springs), called a “ per­ 
sonal dignity” bill providing 
security to teachers. 
It would require school boards 
to dismiss teachers only on 
the grounds of disability, im­ 
morality, 
incompetence 
or 
unsubordination. The officials 
would be required to give their 
reasons in writing. 
Teachers would be entitled to 
a hearing and could appeal 
board decisions to the circuit 
court. Three successive years 
of teaching would be required 
for them to qualify under the 
law. 
The bill has received great 
criticism from school admin­ 
istrators who feel this bill will 
only add to lower quality teach­ 
ing if they cannot dismiss 
teachers without fear of repro­ 
bation. 
The Senate entered the fray of 
controversial 
measures last 
week when it passed the con­ 
gressional 
redistricting bill 
28-5. 
A 
federal court ordered the 
reapportionment because 
the 
present districts were 
much 
further from the one man - one 
vote rule. 
Sen. Omer H. Avery (D-Troy) 
and chairman of the 
Senate 
Apportionment Committee, said 
the districts varied from 2.5 
per cent over the norm of 231,- 
981 in the 1st District to two 
per cent under in the 10th Dis­ 
trict of southeastern Missouri. 
Sen. Robert A. Young (D-St. 
Ann), who is thought to have hud 
aspirations toward the 1st Dis­ 
trict 
seat, 
voiced objection 
to the bill because his airport 
townships would put him in the 
Republican 2nd District of St. 
Louis County, 
instead of the 
1st represented by Rep. Frank 
M. Karsten, (D-St. Louis). 
By consolidation of their voting 
power, St. Louis Negroes could 
elect 
Missouri's first Negro 
congressman under the Senate 
proposal, as most of the Negro 
wards in St. Louis would be 
placed in the 1st District. How­ 
ever, 
Rep. Karsten has been 
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noted for his service to the 
Negro community. 
The political makeup of out- 
state Missouri would remain 
relatively unchanged. 
The bill has undergone several 
changes since first introduced 
by Sen. Avery and probably will 
see more alterations 
before 
both the House and Senate reach 
an agreement. 
BILLS SHOW VARIANCE 
IN SALARY INCREASES 
The Missouri House and Sen­ 
ate 
may be at odds over how 
much they feel the voters will 
accept In salary raises for top 
elected officials and for legisla­ 
tors. 
The Senate 
last week passed 
a 
measure 
which 
would in­ 
crease 
legislators' salaries 
from the present $4800 
to 
$7200. A House bill which has 
not yet received committee ap­ 
proval would raise legislators' 
salaries to $9600 — double the 
current salary. 
The Senate bill also 
would 
raise the salaries of topelected 
officials. 
The salary of the governor 
would be increased from $25,- 
000 to $37,500; Lt. 
Governor 
from $12,000 to $16,000; 
at­ 
torney general from $15,000 to 
$25,000, and othe r state off ice r s 
from $15,000 to $20,000. 
The House already has given 
preliminary approval to salary 
raises 
for top elected offi­ 
cials which varies from the Sen­ 
ate bill only on the governor's 
salary -- raising it to $40,000. 
The Senate legislative salary 
raise would 
cost the 
state 
about $1.5 millions while 
the 
1 House proposal for legislative 
I salaries would involve a $3 mil­ 
lion increase. 
“ SHARED TIME” TO FACE 
RELUCTANT SENATE 
Senate Majority Leader Wil­ 
liam B. Waters(D-Liberty) said 
last week that the 
House - 
passed “ shared time” bill will 
face tough opposition in the up­ 
per house and may not receive 
approval in this session of the 
Legislature. 
One of Gov. Warren Hearnes* 
major legislative 
proposals, 
this bill would 
allow handi­ 
capped and educationally de­ 
prived children attending pri­ 
vate and parochial schools to 
receive special training at pub­ 
lic schools during the regular 
school day.

“ Hospitals have only

purpose and that is to serve 
humanity. The ref ore, St. Fran­ 
cis Hospital must strive 
to 
serve this area hi the most ef­ 
fective manner. Unfortunately, 
in planning the new St. Fran­ 
cis Hospital there has been a 
great deal of emotional 
con­ 
troversy concerning the ob­ 
stetrical 
department. As

now appears, the new hospital 
will not include an obstetrical

a road from 
southeast 
Missouri into St. 
Louis and hasn't done it yet." 
The press meeting ended at 
noon Saturday after the busi­ 
ness session which followed an 
address by Rex Denman, adver­ 
tising manager for Wetterau 
Foods, Inc. 
Speaker for the 
Diamond Jubilee banquet F ri­ 
day 
night was Alvin McCoy,

Gov. Hearnes addressed news­ 
men and their wives at the open­ 
ing luncheon.

To live below, with those we 
know,

carp at us and criticize, the 
non-compatible, the non-friend- 
ly, the downright unfriendly? 
Of course, it really depends 
on what you mean by love. If 
you are thinking in term s of 
that emotion shared by lovers, 
by parents and children, by dear 
|riends, by those of kindred 
jodnd and soul, then perhaps 
we cannot love everyone. 
It does not seem to me that 
as a man, as a human being, 
our Lord felt the same kind of 
love toward all who came into 
His life. 
He loved Martha and Mary and 
Lazarus. 
These 
were His 
close friends. But He obvious­ 
ly did not love, humanly speak­ 
ing, the scribes and the Phar­ 
isees, the buyers and sellers 
He whipped out of the Temple, 
nor the oppressors of the in­ 
nocent, the weak and the help­ 
less. 
He could not have felt for 
them as He did for those near 
and dear to Him. But at the 
last He died for them, and 


asked that they might be for­ 
given. 
This love which Christ asks 
unique and set apart that the 
early Christians really ap­ 
propriated a Greek word to ex­ 
press it. Eros was the word 
for sexual love. Philia meant 
nice, kind, good-natured, tol­ 
erant love. 
The word those 
early 
Christians used was 
agape. 
It is agape which makes or­ 
dinary 
men and women into 
heroes, m artyrs and saints. It 
was agape which took Father 
Damien to the lepers on Molo­ 
kai. It was agape that 
led 
Livingstone and Schweitzer to 
darkest Africa. 
This special sort of love is a 
transforming power. It 
is 
known in the hearts of humble 
people who quietly live it, and 
whose actions speak louder than 
the words of those who have 
only words to give. 
I knew a man who once had 
been a very difficult person, 
hard to understand, almost im­ 
possible to like. He had few 
friends but somehow, mysteri­ 
ously, he changed. 
He said to me years later, 
speaking of my father: "He 
made me believe that I was the 
sort of person he believed me 
to be, and because he recognized 
the best in me I strove to be 
that best." 
A young woman worked for an 
extremely 
difficult 
boss. He 
seemed to be vindictive and 
cruel, uncontrolled sometimes 
in his angers and uncancealed 
dislikes. She came to hate him, 
and hate let to a desire to re­ 
taliate in ways which would have 
cost him his job. This brought 
her up short. "I am a Chris­ 
tian. . I cannot do this, or feel 
like th is ...*’ 
She couldn’t feel love for him.

Carpenter’s Bid to Rejoin

Houston, Tex. (AP) — Astro­ 
naut M. Scott Carpenter gam­ 
bled on the operating table six 
months ago, but he neither won 
nor lost. So, he says, he'll never 
fly In space again. 
Carpenter, one of the original 
seven Mercury spacemen,1 had 
hoped the surgery would restore 
ability to fully rotate his left 
arm , broken Just below the el­ 
bow In a 1964 motorcycle acci­ 
dent in Bermuda. 
Doctors had told him that If 
he was to get back on space 
flying status the arm must be 
mended. However, the operation 
would be a delicate one and he 
stood a chance of losing even 
more movement in the arm. 
“ I took that chance,” Carpen­ 
ter said. 
“ But it didn't really do too 
much good. It didn't change my 
flight status any. I saw it wasn't 
Improved much as soon as I got 
the cast off. It Improved a little 
bit, but I think it's probahlyata 
standstill now." 
Navy Cmdr. Carpenter, who 
will be 42 In two w eeks, said In 
an Interview that apparently 
nothing more can be done to 
correct the situation. 
Asked if this meant that he 
had given up all hope of flying 
again, he replied: “ In a space­ 
craft, yes." 
The problem is not serious 
enough to knock the former 
Navy test pilot off jet flight stat­ 
us. 
Carpenter, a native of Bould­ 
er, Colo., became the second 
American to orbit the earth on 
May 24, 1962, by flying athree- 
orbit Mercury m ission.In 1965, 
he took time off from the space 
program to participate as an 
aquanaut in the Sealab project, 


spending 30 days in a sunken 
laboratory on the bottom of the 
Pacific Ocean just off the Cali­ 
fornia coast.

so designated by the city council. The council 
has asked the state legislature to extend dis­ 
ability benefits to teachers. 
Just how New York City expects to recruit 
teachers let alone keep the ones on the job 
is difficult to understand. 
What New York needs is a do-something, no- 
nonsense governor 
like Ronald Reagan 
in 
California rather than a do-nothing governor 
like Nelson Rockefeller, who doesn’t want to 
lose the ruffian vote or any other vote. 
It would help, too, if New York Mayor John 
Lindsey had the courage of any convictions 
which may hold about enforcing the law and 
restoring a semblance of safety to what he has 
chosen to call the “ fun” city.

Be not disappointed if, picking up the latest 
GPO Document that is out, you cannot find 
escapades containing rocket-firing motorcycles 
or Aston-Martins dripping with keen gadgets. 
The document, “ Techniques of Soviet Propa­ 
ganda” , is 
as good a spy thriller as is on the 
market because it’s as true as it is well-written. 
There are plenty of devious plots and machiavel­ 
lian machinations to keep you reading on, more 
than chilled by the realization that Soviet propa­ 
ganda is fueling the communist conspiracy with 
finesse that makes the clever Goldfinger look like 
Mr. Butterthumb. 
The document is crammed with vital infor­ 
mation so deftly and delightfully stated it will 
steal the reader’s 
time to the point of grand 
larceny - only he’ll never know whether the good 
guys will win or not. 
“ Techniques” is the completely rewritten and 
updated version of a 1960 predecessor. Thanks 
to the talented and authoritative Suzanne Labin 
and the word-wizardry of Lee J. Adamson (who 
collaborated with Miss Labin on the no nonsense 
book, “ Vietnam: An Eyewitness Account” ), per­ 
haps othe GPO documents may soon adopt this 
new, fresh approach to the care and feeding of 
more interesting GPO documents. Not that the 
others are dull, this one sings. 
This Labin-Adamson work is filled with factual 
gems, the like of which would do justice to the 
most imaginative fiction. It’s all real - so real 
« that those who read it will reach a new dimension 
in understanding the communist mind and how it 
goes about trying to win converts. 
One passage from “ Techniques” is enough to 
convince. In the section on communist infiltra­ 
tion of the press, the authors write: 
“ The confession of Aleksandr Kaznacheyev 
penetrates...further into the dark abyss of press 
infiltration. 
Kaznacheyev was a young attache 
of the Soviet Embassy in Rangoon, capital of 
Burma, who chose liberty in 1959. As a typical 
professional 
product 
of 
communist 
con­ 
spiratorial 
training, 
he had attended the 
specialized schools of Moscow for ten years... 
He studied psychology, languages, the art of 
poisonous 
sophisms, 
photograhphy, printing, 
bridge, sports, the use of a silenced pistol, and 
guerilla warfare . . . 
“ His work consisted of processing articles 
received on microfilm from Moscow, drafted 
in their entirety by Russian propaganda agen­ 
cies. 
Picking them up in the Embassy cellar, 
he translated them into Burmese or English, 
embellished with local color, and placed them 
in the large Rangoon newspapers, Newspaper of 
the People, New Light, and the English-language 
Mandalay Ludu, over the signatures ol under­ 
ground Burmese on the newspaper staffs . . . 
Once published, 
Kaznacheyev forwarded clip­ 
pings to Tass News Agency, which made a great 
deal of noise about them, stressing the point 
they were genuine products of Burmese politi­ 
cal opinion.” 
Slick, smooth, and absolute proof that those 
who apologize for communist behavior ought 
tu hock their Phi Beta Kappa Keys to pay for 
a trip to the head shrinker’s. 
But there is more. 
Labin and Adamson re­ 
veal that Kaznacheyev called on his training 
as a forger and whomped up a masterpiece 


in the 
form of a letter attributed to 
U.b. 
Admiral Frost. 
The Russian had Frost saying 
that the U.S. would support anticommunism in 
the Sumatran 
insurrection against 
President 
Sukarno of Indonesia. 
It was a most delicate 
maneuver because it automatically branded 
Indonesian anticommunists as tools 
of Wash­ 
ington. 
The 
Admiral did protest to a salty 
degree, 
but suspicion had been planted 
suf­ 
ficiently to make protest futile. 
Kaznacheyev 
admitted the forgery three years later. 
Typical of the document’s lean sentences that 
positively sprint is this one alluding to the 
intellectual laziness in the free world - thanks 
to Moscow’s monumental ability to make its 
listeners believe all that isn’t so: 
“ . . Western leaders . . .believe that the 
Soviets regard a conference, a treaty, and a 
minister as a 
conference, a treaty, and a 
minister, whereas the Kremlin has actually 
made of them a trap, a rag, and a menial 
respectively. 
And: 
“ We crush the taxpayers to forge a 
steel 
breastplate with which to face the Kremlin on 
the battlefield, while in the struggle for minds 
we furnish television time to communist-serving 
intellectuals whose wiles paralyze resistance 
to the Kremlin.” 
There’s a mountain of meaning there, indeed. 
It has the sort of mind-joggling, sensible ex­ 
hortation that does justice to the 
Senate In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee that was 
its 
originator, the Congress, and the authors who 
did such a masterful job of communicating a 
vital need of our time. 
It ought to be bought 
by the hundreds and circulated among the mil­ 
lions of Americans who couldn’t care less about 
Soviet propaganda, even as they are 
being 
brainwashed by the Red artisans of distortion, 
lie and infiltration.

SPENDING OR SAVING? 
Poor Richard is almost a villain in the Great 
Society. 
In a consumer-oriented economy, a 
penny saved is not necessarily a penny earned. 
All things being normal, any banker would rather 
loan money than borrow it. 
Frugality 
does 
not make the mare go. 
These simple if slightly disturbing truths ex­ 
plain in part why government economists have 
been worrying in recent months. The American 
consumer has not been behaving according to 
form. 
With plenty of money to spend, he has 
been going to the bank instead of the store. 
The latest data are, however, reassuring. Re­ 
tail store sales sprinted to a record in March 
after a string of sluggish months. 
At a sea­ 
sonably adjusted $26,474,000,000, March Sales 
were up 4 per cent from the year-earlier level. 
Retail sales had been almost flat since first 
crossing the $25-billion mark in March 1966. 
In February they reached $25,636,000,000 but 
still were 
disappointing to economic sooth­ 
sayers. 
Consumer credit and consumer purchasing are 
closely related. 
Consumer credit continued to 
grow in 1966, but at a sharply reduced rate. As 
the Federal Reserve Bulletin puts it: 
“ To a 
large extent the pattern of credit use has paral­ 
leled developments in consumption expenditures. 
Sluggishness in spending for automobiles and 
other durable goods, for example, has been 
translated into 
reduced demands for credit. 
Moreover, the timing of changes in spending 
and credit has been broadly sim ilar.” 
W nen people stop buying, retail merchants 
start reducing inventories. 
That means they 
stop ordering from manufacturers. Hit doubly, 
in a sense, the manufacturers cut back pro­ 
duction. Eventually workers have to be laid off. 
And to complete a most unattractive circle, more 
people of necessity stop buying. That’s the way 
some recessions start. 
Consumers spent close to $5 billion less in the 
last three months of 1966 than they had in the 
previous quarter. 
At the same time their 
savings rate jumped one percentage point to 5.9 
per cent of disposable income. 
As recently 
as March 20, Impact, a business letter circu­ 
lated by 
banks and other financial institutions 
had warned: 
“ At worst the economy could be 
in a recession and in desperate need of strong 
fiscal action.” 
Savings and loan associations across the nation 
experienced a first quarter of 1967 savings gain 
of $2.1 billion. This was a rise of 169 per cent 
over the first three months of 1966, according 
to the U.S. Savings and Loan League. 
The “ savings - no spending” trend was in­ 
fluenced by a .very early Easter. Bad weather, 
including extreme cold in many parts of 
the 
country, certainly didn’t 
help retailers. The 
biggest slump, aside from the already mentioned 
sluggishness in the automobile market, was in 
refrigerators, stoves, and other heavy 
ap­ 
pliances. 
Women’s apparel orders were 
off 
because of a kind of freakish switch in fashion 
tastes. 
Now there is new hope on New York’s Seventh 
Avenue. Spring-summer re-orders are coming 
in from stores at a stronger rate. 
Early fall 
bookings appear promising. 
It’s too early to 
tell, but business in general may get better.

NEW YORK (AP) — Curb- 
stone comments by a sidewalk 
Socrates: 


What would happen if actress 
Jayne Mansfield were given an 
injection from the brain of the 
late mathematician, Dr. Albert 
Einstein? 
Might it help make her figure 
better? 
This and many another con­ 
jecture has been raised by two 
scientific 
experiments which 
indicate that specific informa, 
tion can be transm itted from 
one creature to another by brain 
extract injections. 
The experiments at Baylor 
University’s College of Medi­ 
cine and Queens College 
of 
the city of New York were 
done on mice. 
The problem for the mice was 
to learn their way out of a 
maze. Evidence was found that 
beginning mice solved the prob­ 
lem quicker when given injec­ 
tions of brain extract from other 
mice who had earlier learned 
the best way out of the maze. 
Naturally, if this be true on a 
broad scale, It is too good a 
teclmique to lim it to mice. If it 
helps them get out of a maze, 
why can’t it also help people 
solve the problems of the hu­ 
man rat race? 
Parents by the thousands will 
drag their churlish, reluctant 
children to scientific labora­ 
tories with such requests as:

the injections she needs today, 
or do you want her to come 
back tomorrow also?”

Would 
you recommend perhaps an in­ 
jection of mice brains to help 
give him a meeker personal­ 
ity?*’ 
There are no end to the possi­ 
bilities, of course. 
A husband with a wife chroni­ 
cally unable to balance her 
bank account could well threat­ 
en her with divorce if she re­ 
fused to be injected with brain 
extract from an obliging ac­ 
countant. 
A wife with a husband unahie 
to earn her a decent living 
might want to mortgage their 
small home to raise funds to 
inject him with extract of a mil­ 
lionaire's brain. 
There is also the probability 
tliat criminal syndicates would 
get into the act. They could 
start selling brain extracts of 
famous people on the black 
market, 
and 
secretly water 
them down with brain extract 
taken from Bowery bums and

horse players,

Reason given by ethics com­ 
mittee members for not further 
investigating the 
staff 
mem­ 
bers' charges is that they are 
based on stolen documents. This 
is beside 
the point. For 
the

of their own knowledge 
regarding most of the transac­ 
tions which they listed in their 
damning letter. 
Furtherm ore, no less than 
the former 
Attorney General 
Nicholas Katzenbach has stated 
that the so • called “ stolen” 
documents 
are admissible as 
evidence. 
So there must be other rea­ 
sons for the reluctance of the 
Ethics committee

Be not disappointed if, picking up the latest 
GPO Document that is out, you cannot find 
escapades containing rocket-firing motorcycles 
or Aston-Martins dripping with keen gadgets. 
The document, “Techniques of Soviet Propa­ 
ganda” , is 
as good a spy thriller as is on the 
I8, market because it’s as true as it is well-written. 
There are plenty of devious plots and machiavel­ 
lian machinations to keep you reading on, more 
than chilled by the realization that Soviet propa­ 
ganda is fueling the communist conspiracy with 
finesse that makes the clever Goldfinger look like 
Mr. Butter thumb. 
The document is crammed with vital infor­ 
mation so deftly and delightfully stated it will 
steal the reader’s 
time to the point of grand 
larceny - only he’ll never know whether the good 
guys will win or not. 
“ Techniques” is the completely rewritten and 
updated version of a 1960 predecessor. Thanks 
to the talented and authoritative Suzanne Labin 
and the word-wizardry of Lee J. Adamson (who 
collaborated with Miss Labin on the no nonsense 
book, “Vietnam: An Eyewitness Account” ), per­ 
haps othe GPO documents may soon adopt this 
new, fresh approach to the care and feeding of 
more interesting GPO documents. Not that the 
others are dull, this one sings. 
This Labin-Adamson work is filled with factual 
gems, the like of which would do justice to the 
most imaginative fiction. It’s all real - so real 
that those who read it will reach a new dimension 
in understanding the communist mind and how it 
goes about trying to win converts. 
One passage from “ Techniques” is enough to 
convince. In the section on communist infiltra­ 
tion of the press, the authors write: 
“ The confession of Aleksandr Kaznacheyev 
penetrates...further into the dark abyss of press 
infiltration. 
Kaznacheyev was a young attache 
of the Soviet Embassy in Rangoon, capital of 
Burma, who chose liberty in 1959. As a typical 
professional 
product 
of 
communist 
con­ 
spiratorial 
training, 
he had attended the 
specialized schools of Moscow for ten years... 
He studied psychology, languages, the art of 
poisonous 
sophisms, 
photograhphy, printing, 
bridge, sports, the use of a silenced pistol, and 
guerilla warfare . . . 
“ His work consisted of processing articles 
received on microfilm from Moscow, drafted 
in their entirety by Russian propaganda agen­ 
cies. 
Picking them up in the Embassy cellar, 
he translated them into Burmese or English, 
embellished with local color, and placed them 
in the large Rangoon newspapers, Newspaper of 
the People, New Light, and the English-language 
Mandalay Ludu, over the signatures of under­ 
ground Burmese on the newspaper staffs . , . 
Once published, 
Kaznacheyev forwarded clip­ 
pings to Tass News Agency, which made agreat 
deal of noise about them, stressing the point 
they were genuine products of Burmese politi­ 
cal opinion.” 
Slick, smooth, and absolute proof that those 
who apologize for communist behavior ought 
to hock their Phi Beta Kappa Keys to pay for 
a trip to the head shrinker’s. 
But there is more. 
Labin and Adamson re­ 
veal that Kaznacheyev called on his training 
as a forger and whomped up a masterpiece 


in the form of a letter attributed to L.£>. 
Admiral Frost. 
The Russian had Frost saying 
that the U.S. would support anticommunism in 
the Sumatran insurrection against 
President 
Sukarno of Indonesia. 
It was a most delicate 
maneuver because it automatically branded 
Indonesian anticommunists as tools 
of Wash­ 
ington. 
The Admiral did protest to a salty 
degree, but suspicion had been planted suf­ 
ficiently to make protest futile. 
Kaznacheyev 
admitted the forgery three years later. 
Typical of the document’s lean sentences that 
positively sprint is this one alluding to the 
intellectual laziness in the free world - thanks 
to Moscow’s monumental ability to make its 
listeners believe all that isn’t so: 
“ . . Western leaders . . .believe that the 
Soviets regard a conference, a treaty, and a 
minister as a 
conference, a treaty, and a 
minister, whereas the Kremlin has actually 
made of them a trap, a rag, and a menial 
respectively. 
And: 
“ We crush the taxpayers to forge a 
steel 
breastplate with which to face the Kremlin on 
the battlefield, while in the struggle for minds 
we furnish television time to communist-serving 
intellectuals whose wiles paralyze resistance 
to the Kremlin.” 
There’s a mountain of meaning there, indeed. 
It has the sort of mind-joggling, sensible ex­ 
hortation that does justice to the 
Senate In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee that was 
its 
originator, the Congress, and the authors who 
did such a masterful job of communicating a 
vital need of our time. 
It ought to be bought 
by the hundreds and circulated among the mil­ 
lions of Americans who couldn’t care less about 
Soviet propaganda, even as they are 
being 
brainwashed by the Red artisans of distortion, 
lie and infiltration.

SPENDING OR SAVING? 
Poor Richard is almost a villain in the Great 
Society. 
In a consumer-oriented economy, a 
penny saved is not necessarily a penny earned. 
All things being normal, any banker would rather 
loan money than borrow it. 
Frugality 
does 
not make the mare go. 
These simple if slightly disturbing truths ex­ 
plain in part why government economists have 
been worrying in recent months. The American 
consumer has not been behaving according to 
form. 
With plenty of money to spend, he has 
been going to the bank instead of the store. 
The latest data are, however, reassuring. Re­ 
tail store sales sprinted to a record in March 
after a string of sluggish months. 
At a sea­ 
sonably adjusted $26,474,000,000, Marbh ^ales 
were up 4 per cent from the year-earlier level. 
Retail sales had been almost flat since first 
crossing the $25-billion mark in March 1966. 
In February they reached $25,636,000,000 but 
still were 
disappointing to economic sooth­ 
sayers. 
Consumer credit and consumer purchasing are 
closely related. 
Consumer credit continued to 
grow in 1966, but at a sharply reduced rate. As 
the Federal Reserve Bulletin puts it: 
“ To a 
large extent the pattern of credit use has paral­ 
leled developments in consumption expenditures. 
Sluggishness in spending for automobiles and 
other durable goods, for example, has been 
translated into 
reduced demands for credit. 
Moreover, the timing of changes in spending 
and credit has been broadly similar.” 
Wnen people stop buying, retail merchants 
start reducing inventories. 
That means they 
stop ordering from manufacturers. Hit doubly, 
in a sense, the manufacturers cut back pro­ 
duction. Eventually workers have to be laid off. 
And to complete a most unattractive circle, more 
people of necessity stop buying. That’s the way 
some recessions start. 
Consumers spent close to $5 billion less in the 
last three months of 1966 than they had in the 
previous quarter. 
At the same time their 
savings rate jumped one percentage point to 5.9 
per cent of disposable income. 
As recently 
as March 20, Impact, a business letter circu­ 
lated by 
banks and other financial institutions 
had warned: 
“At worst the economy could be 
in a recession and in desperate need of strong 
fiscal action.” 
Savings and loan associations across the nation 
experienced a first quarter of 1967 savings gain 
of $2.1 billion. This was a rise of 169 per cent 
over the first three months of 1966, according 
to the U.S. Savings and Loan League. 
The “ savings - no spending” trend was in­ 
fluenced by a .very early Easter. Bad weather, 
including extreme cold in many parts of the 
country, certainly didn’t 
help retailers. The 
biggest slump, aside from the already mentioned 
sluggishness in the automobile market, was in 
refrigerators, stoves, and other heavy 
ap­ 
pliances. 
Women’s apparel orders were 
off 
because of a kind of freakish switch in fashion 
tastes. 
Now there is new hope on New York’s Seventh 
Avenue. Spring-summer re-orders are coming 
in from stores at a stronger rate. Early fall 
bookings appear promising. 
It’s too early to 
tell, but business in general may get better.

"Our little boy is fine in nurs­ 
ery school in everything but 
group attitude. His teacher says 
he is tir too aggressive. Would 
you recommend perhaps an In­ 
jection of mice brains to help 
give him a meeker personal­ 
ity?*’ 
There are no end to the possi­ 
bilities, of course. 
A husband with a wife chroni­ 
cally unable to balance her 
bank account could well threat­ 
en her with divorce lf she re­ 
fused to be injected with brain 
extract from an obliging ac­ 
countant. 
A wife with a husband unable 
to earn her a decent living 
might want to mortgage their 
small home to raise Rinds to 
inject him with extract of a mil­ 
lionaire's brain. 
There is also the probability 
Hut criminal syndicates would 
get trto the act. They could 
start selling brain extracts of 
famous people on the black 
market, and 
secretly water 
them down with brain extract 
taken from Bowery bums and 
broken- down horse players, 
eager to make a fest buck. 
Aside from the threat of chi­ 
canery involved In creating a 
mass brain extract market to 
help everyone achieve instant 
wisdom, there is a practical 
limitation: There aren’t that 
many brains around. And most 
of Hie people with good brains 
aren’t about to dilute them for 
the benefit of others. They 
choose to keej) them for their 
own use. 
As Euclid 
said long ago, 
"There is no royal road to 
lea ming .** 
Despite what science may do 
with mice, people will have to 
go wi learning with the brains 
they were Horn with.

Tom Dodd, D-Conn., to re­ 
open the Dodd probe because of 
Insufficient investigation pre­ 
sents an important challenge 
to the senate. It highlights what 
many senators do not seem to 
realize, 
that 
congressional 
prestige Is at an all • time 
low and they need to clean 
house vigorously 
to protect 
the reputation of the most im­ 
portant legislative body In the 
world. 
The staff members’ letter 
lists careful, sobering charges 
against one of the IOO highest 
lawmakers of the United States 
and cannot 
be ignored. Mem­ 
bers of the 
Senate 
Ethics 
Committee 
have 
already 
brushed It off, 
but the public 
will not. 
Reason given by ethics com­ 
mittee members for not further 
investigating the 
staff mem­ 
bers’ charges is that they are 
bused on stolen documents. Tills 
is beside 
the point. For the 
four 
staff 
members 
can 
testify of their own knowledge 
regarding most of the transac­ 
tions which they listed In their 
damning letter. 
Furthermore, no less than 
the former 
Attorney General 
Nicholas Katzenbach has stated 
that the so . called "stolen” 
documents are admissible as 
evidence. 
So there must be other rea­ 
sons for the reluctance of the 
Ethics committee 
to probe 
these incriminating 
charges. 
One obvious 
reason is the 
reluctance of senators to In­ 
vestigate another senator. This 
was all too evident at the start 
of the Dodd 
case, when the 
ethics committee did not move 
until Dodd himself 
requested 
an Investigation. 
Long before this, however, 
many senators had known Hut 
their colleague from Connecti­ 
cut 
was not on the up and up. 
You cannot serve nine or ten 
years with another man In a 
body of 
only IOO 
without 
forming some definite 
Ideas 
regarding his ethical conduct. 
That was why Sen. William 
FUibright, D-Ark., once spoke 
out on the solute floor criticis­ 
ing Dodd for la vlng unco I*on 


Ark., once spoke out on the 
senate floor criticising Dodd 
for having once been a foreign 
agent. Fulbright knew, as did 
some 
others, that Dodd had 
received a fee of $50,000 from 
the Guatemalan government just 
after 
he left the House 
of 
Representatives. One of 
his 
last acts while in the house was 
to get $15 
million of foreign 
aid voted for Guatemala. 
Then, having left the house, 
he collected a $50,000 fee. 
When Sen. Fulbright 
re­ 
ferred to this in the 
senate 
floor, 
however, 
his 
re­ 
marks were stricken from the 
record. 
Sen. Dirksen, R.ni., 
also 
knew Hut Dodd had trouble car­ 
rying his liquor, and at one 
time rebuked him on the senate 
floor. 
It was 
also evident from 
Dodd’s absentee 
record that 
something was wrong. Almost 
no other senator 
was absent 
so much from vital committee 
work. Obviously he was 
en­ 
gaged in other things. 
Yet no senator moved to In­ 
vestigate Dodd. Only after this 
column had published a long 
series of itemized episodes 
showing amazing 
connections 
with Gen. Julius Klein, a paid 
agent, and various other con­ 
flicts, did some of the more 
courageous senators - Wayne 
Morse, Ore., and Steve Young, 
Ohio, Democrats; 
with John

One way to sim plify browsing 
and to speed the process is to 
consult the index file, which 
many 
persons 
avoid as they 
would a contagion. Another, of 
course, is to roam through the 
stacks. 
The m ore the Index file 
is 
fingered the m ore ways 
li­ 
brary patrons discover that it 
can be used. 
It is cross in­ 
dexed. 
Books are listed both 
by title 
and by author as well 
as by general type. For ex­ 
am ple there 
are 
numerous 
books 
listed under the 
key 
word “ Insurance.” 
The topics covered em brace 
the 
full 
range 
of 
human 
in terests. 
Perhaps you have enjoyed 
a 
book by a p articu lar author. By 
all means find out other books 
he has w ritten which are on the 
lib rary shelves. This can be a 
m ost rew arding discovery. 
Perhaps you are a television 
or a radio devotee and 
read 
little. In the process you may 
have become interested in tele­ 
vision personalities. 
You’d be su rp rised how many 
books have been w ritten by peo­ 
ple 
in the entertainm ent and 
theatrical worlds and how many 
books have been w ritten about 
them . If you read about them it 
will sharpen your interest in 
the television program s 
you 


watch or the radio program s to 
which you listen. 
You’ll enjoy the movies and the 
theater m ore. 
No dedicated sports fan should 
neglect 
the 
library. 
The 
shelves are loaded with sports 
books, both fiction and 
non­ 
fiction, w ritten by sports per­ 
sonalities and about them. 
The library index file will give 
you an idea of what’s available 
but don't rely on it com pletely. 
It's all right to sam ple 
the 
contents but ask the 
library 
staff to help. Some books defy 
a precise category. They may 
be grouped in some particular 
section of the building, 
well 
known to the staff but obscure 
to you. 
One word of caution. 
There 
are two book card index files 
on the floor. One is for adults 
and one for children. 
Unless 
you want to see what Is of­ 
fered for children go to 
the 
adult file. 
Supplementing the index card 
files is a set of three volumes 
that Is m ore useful to human 
bird dogs bristling with curios­ 
ity. 
It is a set titled “ Books 
in P rin t” and that is exactly 
what it is. 
These books give 
the titles of books in 
print 
and their authors. One volume 
lists books by 
general sub­ 
ject m atter. 
Suppose you find a 
book 
listed in these volumes which 
Interests you. Ask the library 
staff if it is available o r search 
the index card file. 
If it isn’t, 
all is not lost. 
The public lib rary can ask 
the M issouri State 
L ibrary 
at Jefferson City if it 
is 
available there. 
The cost to the lib rary patron 
is the postage one way 
and 
books can be m ailed at a cheap 
postal rate. 
Usually the book 
can be delivered In 
three or 
four days. 
Book stalking is a wholesome 
habit easy to cultivate just as 
is bird watching, g irl watching, 
coin or stam p collecting 
or 
any other hobby. 
Give it 
a 
try.

NEW YORK (AP) - Are 
the 
children of suburbia—growing 
up In pockets of affluence and 
a likeness—being properly pre­ 
pared to live In a world of peo­ 
ple who aro different in nation­ 
ality, race, religion 
and eco­ 
nomic background? 
For four years a group of 
teachers, sociologists and re ­ 
search ers, supervised by D r. 
Alice Mlel of Columbia Univer­ 
sity, concentrated on a typical 
American suburb to find the 
answ er. The results of their 
study, made public today, add 
up to an empliatlc “ no/* 
Although the parents say they 
moved to the suburbs In the 
first place “ for the children” 
and ‘*to have better schools,” 
the report states, “ In one aspect 
of 
their 
education suburban 
children are underprivileged. 
“ Though other races, other 
nationalities, other generations 
have a great deal to teach them , 
there is little in their education, 
form al or otherw ise, to fam il­ 
iarize them with the rich diver­ 
sity of Am erican life. 
“ In this sense, despite the 
many enviable features of their 
environm ent, the children of 
suburbia 
are 
being 
short­ 
changed.” 
The study focuses on a com­ 
munity not far from New York 
city which is called New Vil­ 
lage. D r. Miel refuses to dis­ 
close Its real identity, but says 
it strongly resem bles suburbs 
around the country. 
Growing up in New Village 
means a youngster has practi­ 
cally no encounter with people 
different from him self. His life 
and social contacts a re alm ost 
totally 
controlled by his p ar­ 
ents, whether or not the par­ 
ents realize this. 
“ He depends on his mother to 
chauffer him w herever he goes. 
As a resu lt, he knows little be­ 
yond his own home, the very 
sim ilar homes of friends, the 
school and the inside of the 
fam ily car; he is largely Insul­ 
ated from any chance introduc­ 
tion to a life different from his

own,” says the report. 
The rese arch e rs observed that, 
the children learned to be hypo­ 
critical about differences at a 
very early age, that their sup­ 
posed tolerance was only skin- 
deep. “ The prejudices of their 
society w ere still very much 
with them , but they had had it 
drilled into them that it was *not 
nice* to express such feelings.” 
One hopeful thing, the report 
says was tnat a good many p ar­ 
ents united in desiring more 
em phasis on certain kinds of 
human difference, such as their 
children learning about nation­ 
ality differences and achieving 
respoct for other faiths. 
“ Many parents and teachers 
were found eager to bridge re li­ 
gious differences; many recog­ 
nized, however uneasily, the 
need for discussion of racial 
differences. But with a few no­ 
table exceptions, neither p ar­ 
ents nor schools w ere facing up 
to economic Inequality. 
Knowing nothing about people 
le ss well off than them selves the 
study points out as one of the 
“ most appalling” gaps in the 
children's 
learning. “ More­ 
over, their 
attitude 
toward 
the le ss fortunate was alm ost 
insufferably patronizing — 
a 
response that was not su rp ris­ 
ing 
in view of the great em­ 
phasis 
placed on 
m aterial 
wealth in 
New Village, as in 
most suburbs.” 


The report by D r. Miel, with 
w riter Edwin K iester J r ., was 
published as a pamphlet titled, 
“ The Shortchanged Children of 
Suburbia” by the Institute of 
Human Relations P re ss of the 


American Jewish Com mitte. It 
profiles the suburban child this 
way: he Is “ likely to be a ma­ 
te rialist and somewhat of a 
hypocrite. In addition, he tends 
to be a strlv er tn school, a con­ 
form ist, and above all a believ­ 
e r in being *nlce,* polite, clean 
and tidy. He Is often conspicu­ 
ously self-centered.” 
In all these respects, says the 
report, he patterns his attitudes 
and goals chiefly after those of 
his parents. 
New Village teachers handled 
m atters of human likeness and 
difference In these ways: some 
avoided the 
subject entirely. 
Some practiced “ Afghanistan- 
lsm ” —declaim ing over the con­ 
ditions of the heathen in the fa r- 
off co rn ers of the world while 
ignoring the unsolved problem s 
in one's own backyard.

NEW YORK (AP) - Are 
the 
children of suburbia—growing 
up in pockets of affluence and 
a likeness—being properly pre- 
pa red to live In a world of peo­ 
ple who are different In nation­ 
ality, race, religion and eco­ 
nomic bacl^round? 
For four years a group of 
teachers, sociologists and re­ 
searchers, supervised by Dr. 
Alice Mlel of Columbia Univer­ 
sity, concentrated on a typical 
American suburb to find the 
answer. The results of their 
study, made public today, add 
up to an emphatic “no.” 
Although the parents say they 
moved to the suburbs In the 
first place ’’for the children” 
and ’*to have better schools,” 
the report states, ’’in one aspect 
of their 
education suburban 
children are underprivileged. 
’’Though other races, other 
nationalities, other generations 
have a great deal to teach them, 
there is little In their education, 
formal or otherwise, to famil­ 
iarize them with the rich diver­ 
sity of American life. 
“ In this sense, despite the 
many enviable features of their 
environment, the children of 
suburbia 
are 
being 
short- 
ehanged.” 
The study focuses on a com­ 
munity not far from New York 
city which Is called New Vil­ 
lage. Dr. Mlel refuses to dis­ 
pose its real Identity, but says 
it strongly resembles suburbs 
around the country. 
Growing up in New Village 
means a youngster has practi­ 
cally no encounter with people 
different from himself. His life 
and social contacts are almost 
totally controlled by his par­ 
ents, whether or not the par­ 
ents realize this. 
’’He depends on his mother to 
chauffer him wherever he goes. 
As a result, he knows little be­ 
yond his own home, the very 
similar homes of friends, the 
school and the inside of the 
family car; he is largely insul­ 
ated from any chance Introduc­ 
tion to a life different from his

’’Many parents and teachers 
were found eager to bridge reli­ 
gious differences; many recog­ 
nized, however uneasily, the 
need for discussion af racial 
differences. But with a few no­ 
table exceptions, neither par­ 
ents nor schools were facing up 
to economic inequality. 
Knowing nothing about people 
less well off than themselves the 
study points out as one af the 
’’most appalling** gaps in the 
children's

The report by Dr. Miel, with 
writer Edwin Kiester Jr., was 
published as a pamphlet titled, 
’’The Shortchanged Children of 
Suburbia” by the Institute of 
Human Relations Press of the 


American Jewish Commute. It 
profiles the suburban child this 
way: he is “likely to be a ma­ 
terialist and somewhat of a 
hypocrite. In addition, he tends 
to be a striver in school, a con­ 
ter mist, and above all a bel lev­ 
er in being ’nice,' polite, clean 
and tidy. He is often conspicu­ 
ously self-centered.” 
In all these respects, says the 
report, he patterns his attitudes 
and goals chiefly after those of 
his parents. , 
New Village teachers handled 
matters of human likeness and 
difference in these ways: some 
avoided the subject entirely. 
Some practiced “ Aighanlstan- 
Ism” —-declaiming over the con­ 
ditions of the heathen in the Air- 
off corners of the world while 
ignoring the unsolved problems 
In one's own backyard. Where 
they were aware of the need for 
social learning, they seemed 
“ overwhelmed by the difficulty 
of discussing such delicate mat­ 
ters,” says the report. 
Dr. Miel indicts the schools 
for 
often 
neglecting oppor­ 
tunities to help children judge 
the worth of people; for ne* de­ 
veloping self-confidence in the 
children but instead tending to 
make them feel only views con­ 
forming 
with 
the 
majority 
should be expressed; for not 
giving them help In managing 
their own learning—“too often 
they accepted the world af au­ 
thority without question.” 
In the report she Includes an 
action program for schools and 
communities that would (I) de­ 
velop higher thought processes 
and 
encourage 
children 
to 
plumb controversial subjects, 
(2) Foster understanding of the 
student's own community, (3) 
Help children attain some in­ 
sight into their own values and 
those of others, and (4) Develop 
an emphatic understanding of 
others. 
Dr. Miel, who is professor of 
education and chairman of the 
Department of Curriculum and 
Teaching at Teachers College, 
Columbia University, said in an 
interview that she doesn't ex­ 
pect spectacular results from 
the report. She does expect 
some resentment from parents. 
But she hopes it will encourage 
parents, teachers and communi­ 
ties to do something about the 
problem.

HOUSE, SENATE SWING 
INTO ACTION ON BILLS 
JEFFERSON CITY -- 
With 
little more than one-third of the 
legislative session remaining, 
the Missouri Senate and House 
of Representatives swung into 
action last week on some of the 
more controversial 
bills on 
their calendars. 
The House passed the contro­ 
versial school bus bill by 91- 
71, which proposes a constitu­ 
tional amendment be passed by 
the people to provide state aid 
to buses for children attending 
private and parochial schools. 
The bill, expected to receive a 
rough ride in the Senate, was 
felt by some House members 
to 
have passed only because 
it is not the final decision, but 
must first pass the upper house 
and then be approved by a ma­ 
jority of thg yo-terfi hi the state, 
either atThe next general elec­ 
tion 
or at a special election 
called by the governor. 
Rep. David Rolwing(D-Char- 
leston), 
a 
Catholic, said of 
the resolution: “ W'e who sup­ 
port 
private 
and 
parochial 
schools should support them all 
the way. We will be losing our 
right to dictate what 
can be 
taught in oyr schools if 
we 
accept money from the state.” 
Rep. James I. Spainhower (D- 
Marshall), a Christian minis­ 
ter, said submitting the resolu­ 
tion to the people would cause 
untold damage to religious re­ 
lations. It does not have a ghost 
of a chance of passage if sub­ 
mitted to the people. It would 
Just stir up a lot of trouble.” 
In addition, the House passed 
a 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment that would remove 
household goods from the per­ 
sonal property tax. There was 
no debate on the bill, which was 
passed 108 to 46. 
By a close vote of 84 to 73, 


the 
House passed a 
teacher 
tenure bill, which its 
spon­ 
sor, Rep. Charles Sheehan CD- 
House Springs), called a “ per­ 
sonal 
dignity” 
bill providing 
security to teachers. 
It would require school boards 
to dismiss teachers only 
on 
the grounds of disability, im­ 
morality, 
incompetence 
or 
unsubordination. The officials 
would be required to give their 
reasons in writing. 
Teachers would be entitled to 
a 
hearing and could appeal 
board decisions to the circuit 
court. Three successive years 
of teaching would be required 
for them to qualify under the 
law. 
The bill has received great 
criticism from school admin­ 
istrators who feel this bill will 
only add to lower quality teach­ 
ing 
if they cannot dismiss 
teachers without fear of repro­ 
bation. 
The Senate entered the fray of 
controversial 
measures last 
week when it passed the con­ 
gressional 
redistricting 
bill 
28-5. 
A 
federal court ordered the 
reapportionment because 
the 
present districts were 
much 
further from the one man - one 
vote rule. 
Sen. Omer H. Avery (D-Troy) 
and chairman of the 
Senate 
Apportionment Committee, said 
the districts varied from 2.5 
per cent over the norm of 231,- 
981 in the 1st District to 
two 
per cent under in the 10th Dis­ 
trict of southeastern Missouri. 
Sen. Robert A. Young (D-St. 
Ann), who is thought to have hud 
aspirations toward the 1st Dis­ 
trict 
seat, 
voiced 
objection 
to the bill because his airport 
townships would put him in the 
Republican 2nd District of St. 
Louis County, 
instead of the 
1st represented by Rep. Frank 
M. Karsten, (D-St. Louis). 
By consolidation of their voting 
power, St. Louis Negroes could 
elect 
Missouri’s 
first Negro 
congressman under the Senate 
proposal, as most of the Negro 
wards in St. Louis 
would be 
placed in the 1st District. How­ 
ever, 
Rep. Karsten has been 


noted for his service to 
the 
Negro community. 
The political makeup of out- 
state Missouri 
would remain 
relatively unchanged. 
The bill has undergone several 
changes since first introduced 
by Sen. Avery and probably will 
see more alterations 
before 
both the House and senate reach 
an agreement. 
BILLS SHOW VARIANCE 
IN SALARY INCREASES 
The Missouri House and Sen­ 
ate 
may be at odds over how 
much they feel the voters will 
accept in salary raises for top 
elected officials and for legisla­ 
tors. 
The Senate 
last week passed 
a 
measure 
which 
would in­ 
crease 
legislators’ salaries 
from the present $4800 
to 
$7200. A House bill which has 
not yet received committee ap­ 
proval would raise legislators’ 
salaries to $9600 -- double the 
current salary. 
The Senate bill also 
would 
raise the salaries of topelected 
officials. 
The salary of the governor 
would be increased from $25,- 
000 to $37,500; Lt. 
Governor 
from $12,000 to $16,000; 
at­ 
torney general from $15,000 to 
$25,000, and other state officers 
from $15,000 to $20,000. 
The House already has given 
preliminary approval to salary 
raises 
for 
top elected offi­ 
cials which varies from the Sen­ 
ate bill only on the governor’s 
salary -- raising it to $40,000. 
The Senate legislative salary 
raise would 
cost the 
state 
about $1.5 millions while 
the 
I House proposal for legislative 
salaries would involve a $3 mil­ 
lion increase. 
. “ SHARED TIME” TO FACE 
RELUCTANT SENATE 
Senate Majority Leader Wil­ 
liam B. Waters (D-Liberty) said 
last week that the 
House - 
passed “ shared time” bill will 
face tough opposition in the up­ 
per house and may not receive 
approval in this session of the 
Legislature. 
One of Gov. Warren Hearnes* 
major legislative 
proposals, 
this bill would 
allow handi­ 
capped and educationally 
de­ 
prived children attending pri­ 
vate and parochial schools to 
receive special training at pub­ 
lic schools during the regular 
school day. 
The House passed the 
bill 
three weeks ago after long de­ 
bate.

No Plans for Maternity 
Ward at Cape Hospital 


CAPE GIRARDEAU —Sisters 
of St. Francis Hospital 
state 
tliat there are no plans for a 
maternity ward in the new $10- 
million 
hospital to 
be 
con­ 
structed at Gordonville 
and 
Mount Auburn roads. 
They list the precise 
rea­ 
sons 
for their decision. Given 
as the prime reason for 
the 
decision was 
the noted 
de­ 
crease in the birth rate 
dur­ 
ing the past few years. 
Presently, a campaign 
is 
being conducted to raise the 
$1 
million needed in 
local 
funds for construction of the 
hospital. The other $9 mil­ 
lion will include investments 
by 
the 
Sisters of St. Fran­ 
cis 
as well as federal funds 
and loans. 
In the letter, 
the 
Sisters 
wrote: 
"Hospitals have only 
utie 
purpose and that is to serve 
humanity. Therefore, St. Fran­ 
cis Hospital must strive 
to 
serve this area in the most ef­ 
fective manner. Unfortunately, 
in planning the new St. Fran­ 
cis Hospital there has been a 
great deal of emotional 
con­ 
troversy concerning 
the 
ob­ 
stetrical 
department. As 
it 
now appears, the new hospital 
will not include an obstetrical 
division, but if and 
when there 
is a need, that need will 
be 
supplied. 
"Since it will be 
another 
two or 
three years 
before 
the actual construction on the 
new hospital will commence, an 
increase in the birth rate at that 
time may warrant an obstetri­ 
cal 
department in the new St. 
Francis Hospital. If tills hap­ 
pens, the Sisters will gladly 
consider the incorporation 
of 
such a department. 
"Howeve*, as of now, 
the 
Sisters of St. Francis Hospi­ 
tal and the Advisory 
Board 
believe that it would show 
a 
lack of 
stewardship by using 
the 
public’s money 
to build 
another facility which is al­ 
ready provided by other hos­ 
pitals. 
"Rather, the administration 
believes that plans and money 
can better be invested by pro­ 
viding 
services which 
are 
vitally needed for the health 
program of this area, such as 
a modern psychiatric division 
intensive 
care 
unit, cardiac 
units and pediatrics. 
"A survey was made of the 
surrounding 
hospitals 
which 
presently operate 
modern ob­ 
stetrical departments to 
see 
what the administrators from 
these 
hospitals 
have 
ex­ 
perienced throughout 
recent 
years. 
"Figures 
quoted were ap­ 
palling regarding 
the 
de­ 
crease in the birth rate 
es­ 
pecially 
during the past two 
to three years. In 1961, 
one 


o x the hospitals had an av­ 
erage rate of more than 
200 
births 
per 
month, 
and 
in 
1966, 
this same hospital had 
a birth rate of about 68 per 
month. 
"Another hospital 
has 
had 
a decrease to the extent that 
it had less than half the num­ 
ber of births in 1966 as com­ 
pared to 1963. 
“ The last hospital contacted 
had a birth rate averaging about 
59 
or more monthly, but 
in 
1966, 
this average 
was re­ 
duced to 38 births per month. 
"Before 
St. 
Francis Hos­ 
pital 
ciosed 
the 
obstetrical 
department 
in June, 1966, it 
was a general rule 
rather 


than an exception to the rule 
to have one or two mothers in 
the maternity division with the 
same number of infants In the 
nursery. 
"Nevertheless, this depart­ 
ment 
had 
to be 
adequately 
staffed with professional per­ 
sonnel 24 hours 
a day, seven 
days a week. 
"In keeping abreast 
with 
current literature and 
other 
news media, the 
national sta­ 
tistics show a decrease of 21 
per cent in maternity cases dur­ 
ing the past year. The 
Blue 
Cross Digest stated in its March 
25, 1967, edition, "Births 
in 
the United States during 1966 
totaled 3,629,000 the smallest 
number since 1950.' 
"But 
marriages 
continued 
to rise totaling 1,844,000 
ac­ 
cording to the Public 
Health 
Service's national center for 
health statistics. 
"The number of births 
in 
1966 
was 131,000 
below the 
1965 figure. 
"Viewed 
objectively, would 
the above statistics justify the 
building of a costly department 
- space-equipment • personnel- 
wise? This facility wouldneces- 
sitate labor rooms, delivery 
rooms, nurseries, premature 
nursery, isolation nursery, for­ 
mula room, circumcison room, 
a fathers' room, as well 
as 
beds for the mothers which 
would probably be vacant much 
of the time. 
"Observing this 
from 
a 
realistic 
approach, 
it would 
seem most unfair to utilize the 
public's money to duplicate a 
facility which hospitals in the 
surrounding areas already ade­ 
quately provide."

This special sort of love is a 
transforming power. It

known in the hearts of humble 
people who quietly live it, and 
whose actions speak louder than 
the words of those who have 
only words to give. 
I knew a man who once had 
been a very difficult person, 
hard to understand, almost im­ 
possible to like. He had few 
friends but somehow, m ysteri­ 
ously, he changed. 
He said to me years later, 
speaking of my father: “ He 
made me believe that I was the 
sort of person he believed me 
to be, and because he recognized 
the best In me I strove to 
be 
that best.” 
A young woman worked for an 
extremely 
difficult 
boss. He 
seemed to be vindictive and 
cruel, uncontrolled sometimes 
in his angers and uncancealed 
dislikes. She came to hate him, 
and hate let to a desire to re ­ 
taliate in ways which would have 
cost him his job. This brought 
her up short. “ I am a Chris­ 
tian. . I cannot do this, or feel 
like this. . .” 
She couldn’t feel love for him, 


certi-inly, but she could remem­ 
ber him before God, feeling 
concern for his troubled mind 
and really wanting God to bring 
His peace 
to his 
tormented 
spirit. 
Agape is to care with 
deep 
concern. It is to be willing to 
take infinite pains for another 
with no hope of response 
or 
reward. It Is to forgive before 
they have repented. It is to 
give, and give, and not to count 
the cost. 
“Love is gladdened by good­ 
ness, always eager to believe 
the best, always hopeful, always 
patient. Love never disappears.

I knew a man who once had 
been a very difficult person, 
hard to understand, almost im­ 
possible to like.

He said to me years later, 
speaking of my father: “ He 
made me believe that I was the 
sort at person he believed me 
to be, and because he recognized 
the best in me I strove to 
be 
that best." 
A young woman worked for an 
extremely 
difficult 
boss. He 
seemed to be vindictive and 
cruel, uncontrolled sometimes 
in his angers and uncancealed 
dislikes. She came to hate him, 
and hate let to a desire to re­ 
taliate in ways which would have 
cost him his job. This brought 
her up short. “ I am a Chris­ 
tian. . I cannot do this, or feel 
like th is.. ” 
She couldn’t feel love for him, 


cert-inly, but she could remem­ 
ber him before God, feeling 
concern for his troubled mind 
and really wanting God to bring 
His peace 
to his 
tormented 
spirit. 
Agape is to care with 
deep 
concern. It is to be willing to 
take infinite pains for another 
with no hope of response 
or 
reward. It is to forgive before 
they have repented. It is to 
give, and give, and not to count 
the cost. 
“Love is gladdened by good­ 
ness, always eager to believe 
the best, always hopeful,always 
patient.

(AP) — Astro­ 
naut M. Scott Carpenter gam­ 
bled on the operating table six 
months ago, but he neither won 
nor lost. So, he says, hell never 
fly in space again. 
Carpenter, one of the original 
seven Mercury spacemen, had 
hoped the surgery would restore 
ability to fully rotate his left 
arm, broken Just below the el­ 
bow in a 1964 motorcycle acci­ 
dent In Bermuda. 
Doctors had told him that if 
he was to get back on space 
flying status the arm must be 
mended. However, the operation 
would be a delicate one and he 
stood a chance of losing even 
more movement In the arm. 
"I took that chance," Carpen­ 
ter said. 
"But it didn't really do too 
much good. It didn't change my 
flight status any. I saw it wasn't 
improved much as soon as I got 
the cast off. It Improved a little 
btt, but I think it's probably at a 
standstill now.” 
Navy Cmdr. Carpenter, who 
will be 42 In two weeks, said In 
an Interview that apparently 
nothing more can be done to 
correct the situation. 
Asked lf this meant that he 
had given up all hope of flying 
again, he replied: "In a space­ 
craft, yes." 
The problem is not serious 
enough to knock the former 
Navy test pilot off jet flight stat­ 
us. 
Carpenter, a native of Bould­ 
er, Colo., became the second 
American to orbit the earth on 
May 24, 1962, by flying a three- 
orbit Mercury mission.In 1965, 
he took time off from the space 
program to participate as an 
aquanaut in the Sealab Droject, 


spending 30 days in a sunken 
laboratory on the bottom of the 
Pacific Ocean just off the Cali­ 
fornia coast. 
Carpenter said he would con­ 
tinue in the space program so 
long as "I've still got worktodo 
and it still fascinates me." 
Only two of the original seven 
UJS. astronauts remain on the 
flight-ready list, Navy Cap!. 
Walter M. Schirra Jr. and Air 
Force Col. L. Gordon Cooper, 
Jr. 
Two others have been disqual­ 
ified medically for space Jour­ 
neys. Navy Capt. Alan B. Shep­ 
ard Jr. suffers from an inner 
ear problem known as labyrin­ 
thitis. Donald K. Slayton, a ci­ 
vilian, has a slight heart prob­ 
lem. Both hold administrative 
positions on the astronaut team. 
Air Force Lt. Col. Virgil L. 
Grissom, perished with two 
younger astronauts In the Apollo 
I spaceship fire Jan. 27. The 
seventh, retired Marine Col. 
John H. Glenn Jr., r t signed 
three years ago.
